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REMARKS 

Claims 1-8, 31-38, and 42 are currently pending, with claims 1 and 32 being the 
independent claims. Based on the following Remarks, the Applicant respectfully requests that 
the Examiner reconsider and withdraw all outstanding rejections. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

The Applicant appreciates the Examiner's indication of allowable subject matter in 
claims 32, 36 and 42. 

Double Patenting Rejection 

Claims 1-8, 31, 33-35 and 37-38 stand rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 2 of U.S. Patent No. 
5,978,836. The Applicant submits herewith a Terminal Disclaimer in compliance with 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.321(b). Accordingly, the Applicant respectfully requests that the obviousness-type double 
patenting rejection be withdrawn.
